Policing Key 


To Price

OTTAWA—Federal and provincial governments 
next week will be asked if they are ready to police 
Canadian firms which seriously violate a proposed 
program of voluntary price restraints. 

Their answer will go one step further in deter- 
mining the success of this week’s meeting between 
the prices_and incomes commission.and leaders of 
business, industry and professional groups. 


Pricing Policy Announced 


Monday commission chair- 
man John Young was able to 
announce a broad corisensus 
for a policy of pricing criteria 
had developed from the meet- 
ing. 

This policy was developed 
simultanously with a ‘review 
program to ensure that firms 
would abide by the rules of 
the game, which in the 
commissijon’s words are: 

“Revenues produced by a 
price increase are to. be less 
than the increases. in costs 
that led to the price change,

Unit Cost Variations 


The commission said that in 
1970 some firms might well 
experience unit cost increases 
as a result of a temporary 
decline in their sales volume 
or output because of adverse 
market conditions, 

“Such cost Increases can- 
not be regarded as automatic 
justification for an equivalent 
price increase;”*-it said. 

On the other hand, other 
firms might have decreased 
costs because of greater ef- 


ficiency or increased sales 

Such firms would be ex- 
pected to pass on some of 
these savings to the consumer 
in the form of lower prices. 

No indication was given as 
to what possible penalties 
offenders might face if the 
program goes forward. 

Presumably this would fall 
under the term ‘appropriate 
action” which the. prime 
minister and the premiers will 
be asked to consider at their 
Meeting next week.

OTTAWA (CP)—The government asked Parlia- 
ment today for $14,812,786,336 to pay its bills, in- 
cluding old age pensions, for the new fiscal year 


starting next April 1, an increase of 7 


7.3 per cent 


from spending estimates for the current fiscal year. 


Tabling the spending budget in the Commons, 
Treasury Board President C. M. Drury said the in- 
crease is mainly due to the growing cost of carrying 
the public debt, paying higher grants to the provinces 
and supporting programs already authoribed by Par- 


liament. 


In the limited field in which 
the government has room to 
adjust its spending from year 
to year, the increase for 1970- 
71 is only 3.8 per cent. 

Last year at this time, the 
government asked for $13,- 
617,651,503, an increase of 9.4 
per cent over the previous 
year. Since then, supple- 
mentary spending appropria- 
tions for 1969-70 have 
amounted to $66,446,526, and a 
further $94,000,000 may be 
needed in the next few weeks

MORE FOR AID 


Mr. Drury said major in- 
creases in the new year will 
go towards regional economic 
expansion, the government's 
bilingualism program, postal 
services, Indian and Eskimo 
affairs, foreign aid and some 
other programs. 

This will make it necessary 
to rein in many other ser- 
vices, and the number of 
government employees will be 
cut to 247,859 by March 71, 
1971, from 255,401 on March 
31, 1970. 


Mr, Drury called -the~ re- 
straint on government spend- 
ing iticreases arid retuetion in 
the government's Staff as im- 
portant contributions to’ the 
government's fight_against in- 
flation. 

Finance Minister Edgar Ben- 
son will present his taxing 
budget early in March, show- 
ing how he intends to raise 
the money to cover the 
spending estimates. It is 
expected he will end this 
fiscal year with a surplus of 
about $500,000,000, and plan 
for another surplus in 1970-71 
as an anti-inflation move. 


‘FOKM CHANGED 


The 1970-71 estimates were 
presented in the traditional 
blue-covered book, but in a 
new form containing many 
more summaries and descrip- 
tions of individual programs. 
The new 1%-inch book is 
printed in English and 
French. 

By major categories, and in 
rounded figures, government 
outlay increases in 1970-71 will 
be: Health and welfare up 
$415,000,000, to $3,149,800,000 
from $2,734,800,000 in 1969-70; 
economic development and 
support programs up $149,- 
300;000—to—$1,817,900,000 from 
$1,668,500,000; ¢@duca tional 
600,000 from $301,900,000; and 
interest on the public debt-up. 
$143,100,000 to —$1,794,700,000 
from $1,656,600,000. 

The defence budget for the 

new year is $1,816,600,000, an 
increase of only $700,000 from 
1969-70. 
* The government does not 
count payments from the old 
age security, fund, for- basic 
pensions now amounting to 
$79.58 a month to everyone 65 
and older, as part of its 
budgetary expenditures. These 
pensions are paid out of 
special _income,- sales. and 
eorporation. profits taxes, but 
they are part of the govern- 
ment’s total outlay. 

In addition to actual outlays 
in 1970-71 for all government 


services, including old age 
pensions, the government 
plans to make loans and 


investments — “principally in 
Crown corporations—amount;

But a tail-chas- 
ing prosperity is a false one. Failure 
to master inflation, at least to a 
significant degree, can have but one 
ending; and that could leave many 
persons penniless.

‘FEW YEARS AGO THE CA- 
nadian Union of Students 
spoke with some authority for 
undergraduates at universities in 
this country. Then came a period 
when its leadership: appeared to 
move away from the membership, 
when individuals found themselves 
with more differences than similar- 
ities to air. Last year dissension led 
to the union’s formal: dissolution. 
Last weekend at Montreal stu- 
dent leaders. met to determine if a 
successor to the defunct national 
body should be formed. Attendance 
at.the gathering..was_less..than_an- 
ticipated and dwindled as the week- 
end progressed. A spokesman from 
the University of Toronto, whose 
, departure from the CUS was criti- 
cal, expressed the view that the 
time was not ripe to consider a new 
union. There was, he said, a lot of 
emotionalism left in the CUS’ wake 
and it would probably be some time 


before it vanished. He apparently 
spoke for the gathering. 

So the Canadian students have 
another opportunity to weigh the 
creation and eventual failure of a 
movement which once claimed wide- 
spread membership. Obviously its 
program in recent years had been 
inadequately conceived and carried 
out. Special interest groups within 
the union used it for their own pur- 


poses and dissolution became inevit-. 


able. 

It is unfortunate that the coun- 
try now lacks a student organiza- 
tion .which.can.speak.with a united 
voice on matters which concern the 
young university people. But per- 
haps the final year or two of the 
CUS provided a valuable lesson to 
be remembered._when the _ time 
arrives to recreate their own nation- 
al body—a lesson in what not to do 
in order to survive and serve the 
members who pay the dues.

At a time when the cost of living 1s 
spiralling and hold-the-line in expendi 
tures and wage demands is a by-word 
our Frank Ney comes up with the idea 
that the price of gasoline be increased by 
One cent a gallon, this one cent per 
gallon to be used to finance a four lane 
highway between Victoria and Campbell 
River, a distance of 170 miles.

The Fine Italian Art of Nongovernment 


UNIQUE Italian contribution to 

modern political life is the art of 
governing without apparent government 
and this republic has managed to violate 
all normal credos ex- 
cept that efficient 
self-rule is ‘not a 
contemporary Medi- . 
terranean phenome- 
non. There have been 
30 cabinets here 
since the Second 
World War and Rome 
will soon look for its 
31st: The only major 
parties are founded 
on _ religion—Catholi- 
cism and anti-Catholicism. And the 
Vatican’s political expression, the Chris- 
tian Democrats; xro-sv2nsnore-riven-by 
factionalism than~their principal oppo- 
nents, the Communists. 

Italians like to point out this is a very 
short-lived unitary state (only a century) 
and based on divergent peoples and 
regions. Yet the Italians have been 
linked in one or another way for an 
impressively long time and speak the 
sathe language. There is no real reason 
why they shouldn’t be geopolitically as 
bound together as the French and more 
so than the Swiss.

This bufeaucracy manages to 
keep national services running with 
occasional help in crises from the

Iceberg Stability 

Administratively Italy is like an 
iceberg whose small, visible . surface 
changes with the political sun but whose 
huge bureaucratic subsurface is stable. 
This invisible government has allowed 
the talented Italians to move into the age 
of mass production and develop their 
national creative genius outside a 
stultified political world. 

The third factor enabling Italy to 
achieve the improbable is the strange 


political position of the church. Machia- 
velli, whose expertise in Italian politics 
was_so profound, wrote in ‘The Prince’’: 
“These” (ecclesiastical).“princes 
have states and do not defend them, they 
have subjects and do not rule them; and 
the states, although unguarded, are not 
taken from them, amd the subjects, 
although not ruled, do not care and they 
have neither the desire nor the ability to 
alienate themselves.” 
It would surely be going too far to 
describe Italy as an “ecclesiastical 
principality” but the muddled Vatican 
party is still on top. Moreover, the 
only powerful internal enemy—the Com- 
munists—are today also somewhat di- 
vided, like the Christian Democrats. If 
the latter have proven themselves unable 


to truly reeonstruct~the: stator erer 


really make it function—the Communists 
have demonstrated no capacity to take it 
away from them. 
.. Since the great days of de Gasperi, 
Christian Democratic leadership has 
faltered and bickered and even today is 
torn between left and right factions. 
Moreover, the Catholic Church itself is in 
so precarious a condition that it cannot 
lend the same organizational support 
once accorded to its material brainchild. 
Apart from arguments about priestly 
marriage or birth control, there is in 


Italy a shortage of young priests with 
the result that hundreds of parishes are 
no longer staffed. Furthermore, many of 
the priests themselves are now left-wing 
sympathizers and the traditional 
women's peasant vote that remained 
Christian Democratic despite Marxist 
husbands, has shrunk since Pope John 
XXIII revolutionized dogma and was 
Photographed with Khrushchev's son-in- 
law. 


Trouble at Top 

The Christian Democratic structure is 
thus torn by leadership quarrels among 
men who aren’t leaders and by a poor 
man’s Savonarola ‘movement among 
political-minded. priests. But the Com- 
munists also are in a condition that lacks 


™tyniinisnt of any messianic yense*°" 


The Italian party is enormous and 
statistically powerful but it is no longer 
revolutionary; its bosses have simply 
hung around revolutions, Which is very 
different. It is wreathed in past blunder 
more than in a sense of future mission. 

The upshot of all these factors is that 
the citizens of thjg state, neither 
effectively ruled nor effectively pro- 
tected» against internal menace, do not 
seem really to care and will not alienate 
themselves from their present condition.

The Law Says | 


We're Free 
To Gamble

The click of dice and 
the oil-smooth spin of 
roulette wheels have not 
legally been heard in 
Canada since before the 
turn of the century when 
thin - lipped ~~ Victorians 
rang down a thick blue 
curtain on every facet of 
the sporting life, 

It was not always so. In the 
1880s and 90s a man could 
find a game in such disparate 
places as Dawson City and 
Fort Macleod, Alberta. 
Kamoose Taylor ran a famous 
establishment in the latter 
location that went 24 hours a 
day. Drinks were one dollar 
after midnight and “gospel 
grinders” got half rates, 


Holding Curtain 


Many of the “‘gospellers"’, it 
would appear, learned their 
lessons well in Kamoose’s 
hostelry because ever since 
they have beeen handing out 
bingo cards with one hand and 
holding the blue curtain down 
with the other. 


They may be losing their 
grip, thanks in part to Crim- 
inal Code amendments, Sec- 
tion 179A of the code now 
reads, “. . . it shall be lawful 
for the Government of Canada 
to conduct and manage a 
lottery scheme .. .’’ And, “for

Commenting on a computer- 
ized off-track betting plan 
proposed to Ontario’s attorney- 
general the Globe and Mail 
editorialized, “Moral argu- 
ments about the off-track 
betting issue were disposed of 
long ago. The suggestion that 
more betting outlets would

Manitoba plans a modest 
lottery, ‘‘Centennial Sweep- 
stakes,” in honor of the prov- 
ince’s 100th ‘birthday that will 
feature a first prize of $70,000.

The Maritimes and Sas- 
katchewan have not publicly 
indicated any, plans to zet on 
the betting bandwagon. At- 
torney-General Peterson has 
said talks are under way 
between the three Western 
provinces in an attempt -to 
reach some uniformity in 
gambling regulations. Talks 
have also been held with 
Ontario’s attorney-general’s 
department, he said. 


Looking at the country as a 
whole there has been no rush 
to fabricate crap tables and 
wrap the country in green felt 
to the tune of “‘all bets down.” 
And that is only as it should 
be considering the conse- 
quences of wide-open gamb- 
ling. Canadians get a bad 
taste in their mouths after 
seeing what some gambling 
operations have done in the 
Caribbean and Nevada.

The Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico. circumvented 
these arguments by making 
casinos a government opera- 
tion; that is the dealers ‘and 
Management were civil serv- 
ants. To gain entrance to a 
casino, a gambler has to 
present his passport at the 
door. Puerto Ricans don’t 
have the opportunity of spend- 
ing their hard-earned pay 
cheques at the tables, yet the 
government gains a larger 
share of the tourist dollar. 


Canadians probably 
wouldn't stand being excluded 
from their own casinos, but 
only a_cursory glance at the 
British situation indicates that 
any successful gambling

When it was introduced it 
was considered a major ad- 
vance in fuel technology. At 
that time, the use of additives 
was the only known way to 
increase the octane levels of 
gasoline. This in turn allowed 
the auto companies to boost 
engine compression ratios, 
which improved the efficiency, 
of the power plants, 


However, times have 
changed. It is now recognized 
that more must be done to 
reduce harmful emissions 
from engines, even if> this 
means some loss of power. 
And “researchers for General 
Motors and Ford have shown 
that engines using lead-free 
gasoline burn cleaner than 
those with leaded gasoline. 

The present attack on 
leaded gas began Jan. 14 
when GM president Edward 
N. Cole’-said~in a Detroit 
speech that engineers: know of 
no way to meet the stringent 
air pollution control standards 
proposed for the 1975-80 period 
as long as lead remains in 
gasoline.

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‘Habitual Criminal Law 


A Flop’ Says Study 


By GERARD McNEIL 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 80 
men in prison as_ habitual 
criminals in 1968 were 284- 
time losers. One had even 


been arrested for trying to kill 
himself. 

Their record of 2,272 of- 
fences is more inrpressive for 
length than content, although 
the list included ‘one man- 
slaughter, a kidnapping, 34 
armed robberies and three 
rapes. 

Rather than the dangerous, 
hardened criminal the law 
was aimed at when passed in 
1947, these .were offenders 
who couldn't do | anything 
wrong right. 

They were arrested for tit: 
tering -the highways, being 
disguised at night, drinking 
under age, stealing a ride on 
the CNR. 

The Ouimet committee on 
corrections, after a 3%4-year 
study, said in its report last 
fall the habitual criminal law 
should be repealed as a flop. 

The committee under Mr. 
Justice Roger Ouimet of 
Montreal, after looking at the 
records of the 80 men, could 
find nothing ‘‘consistent or ra- 
tional’” about the way the law 
was being applied.

TO UPGRADE ROADS: MLA | 


Social Credit backbencher A. V. 
Fraser suggested Tuesday that the 
provincial gasoline tax be raised by 
two cents per gallon. 


Fraser, MLA for .Cariboo, said 
that the $8 to $10 million collected 
from the tax increase could be used 
to upgrade roads throughout the 
province. 


He is the second backbencher this 
legislative session to urge raising of 
the gas tax. Earlier Frank Ney 
(SC—Nanaimo) suggested a one- 
cent per gallon increase .on- Van- 
couver Island to pay for widening the 
highway from Victoria to Campbell 
River. 


Fraser, speaking in the budget 
debate; said hé did~ not think” that 
Ney had gone far enough—that the 
tax increase. should. apply right 
across the province. 


The MLA also felt that money 
acquired from increased stumpage 
should be given to the highways 
department for road construction. He 


said that heavy logging vehicles 
caused considerable damage to “in- 
adequate” secondary roads. 

Fraser said he hoped the recently 


announced provincial budget would

He made the indication 
during: a defence of the 


agreement under which the. 


Seattle utility has the right to 
raise the level of Ross Lake, 
southeast of Hope, to flood 
6;000—eres-—of the - Skagit 
Valley-to.provide- peak power 
needs for the American city. 

“T was warned from south 
of the border that American 
conservationists were going to 
try to stop the Skagit develop- 
ment in B.C. because they 
didn’t believe they could do it 
at home,”’ Williston said. 

He added that he ‘didn’t 
believe it” until he heard 
“some of the debate in the 
House” during this session. 

Opposition MLAs have 
urged the government to seek 
a way out of the 1967 flooding 
agreement to save the valley. 
Williston said the flooding 
would “greatly enhance” a 
“beautiful man-made lake”’ 
accessible to the Vancouver 
area. 


Williston also said that the 
province has the option of 
taking $34,000 in annual pay- 
ments from Seattle in the 
form of power at 3.75 mills 
per kilowatt which he de- 
scribed as a good price. 


This. protects -B.C.against _| 


inflationary trends, he said, 
and added outside the legisla- 
ture that the province’ will 
likely prefer to. take the | 
payment in the form of 
power—about 9.2 million kilo- 

watt hours a year. 

The original Skagit Valley 
agreement was ratified by the 
legislature in 1947, Williston 
pointed out. The subsequent 
deal made 20 years later to 
meet Seattle’s peak needs was 
a good one, he added. 

He rejected the suggestion 
of some conservation groups 
that B.C. provide peak power 
to Seattle instead of flooding 
the valley. This wouldn’t be 
feasible because it would 
seriously interfere with B.C. 
Hydro efficiency, he said. 


Medical Aid Urged 


For Remote Areas 


A Social Credit-backbencher 
urged the medical profession 
and the province to help 
overcome the shortage of 
doctors in outlying areas. 

Burt Campbell (SC—Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) said Tuesday 
the .government should con- 
sider grants to medical and 
dental students who would 
eventually- set up practice in 
remote areas in return for the 
aid. 

The medical and dental 
professions should set up a 
fund to subsidize doctors and 
dentists willing to work in 
outlying areas where doctors 
and dentists are lacking. 

In other remarks, Campbell 
said the cabinet environ- 


mental committee should be 
expanded-into-a-eo-ordinating 
committee of the various 
departments concerned with 
pollution. | 

Jim Chabot (SC—Columbia | 
River) urged the government 
to seek an end to a bottle and 
ean pollution by negotiating 
with producers to switch to 
other types of containers. 

The public-should also be 
appealed to through the media 
to mount pressure for cur- 
tailment of disposable bottle 
and can production, he said. 

If these methods failed, the | 
government should bring in | 
legislation to deal with the 
worsening problem of pollu- | 
tion by containers, he said. 


Health Co-O ps 
Proposedby MLA 


An opposition MLA Tuesday 
urged the provincial govern- 
ment to set up a series of co- 
operative clinics as a step 
toward preventive health. 

William Hartley (NDP 
Yale-Lillooet) made the sug- 
gestion while outlining. various 
policies he believes will im-* 
prove the operation of medi- 
care and hospital insurance 
services. 

Citing the example of co- 
operative clinics in Ontario, 
Saskatchewan and Washirfgton 
State, Hartley trotted out 
statistics indicating that the 
number of patient days in 
hospital was reduced to about 
one-third. 

On this basis, — Hartley 
argued, costs to the B.C 
Hospital Insurance Service 
during the fiscal year 1968-69 
would be reduced from $138 
million to $43 million. 


NATIONAL SAVING 

In. B.C. the number of 
patientlays per thousand 
population is 1,700, whereas at 
the Puget Sound-co-operative 
clinic the figure is about 450 


_patient Gays. Clinics in Sas-_ 


katchewan and Ontario 
showed similar reductions. 

Applying similar plans 
across Canada would save | 
about $350. million, Hartley 
argued. 

He also pointed out that 
drug costs at the Puget Sound 
co-operative had been reduced 
by 30 to 50 per cent. 

DOCTORS BENEFIT 

With the clinic, Hartley 
said, doctors would be able to 
live normal family lives. They 
would get regular hours, 
regular holidays with pay, 
time off for post-graduate 
study with pay,and pensions, 
he added. 

Hartley was heckled by Dr. 
Scott Wallace, the Social 
Credit member for Oak Bay 
at _ several. points— in his 
address. Wallace hinted that 
he would reply to some of 
Hartley's criticisms today.

Negotiations between the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments over the proposed juris- 
diction transfer of Indian affairs 
are being carried on secretly, 
an MLA charged Tuesday. 

Frank Calder (NDP—Atlin), 
the first Indian ever élected to| 
a legislature, said he approved | 
in principle of the transfer to 
jthe provinces proposed in a 
federal white paper, but added 
Indians have not been ‘brought 
into the negotiations. 

The white paper outlined by 
Indian Affairs Minister Jean 
,Chretien advocated the transfer 
of responsiblity along with the 
repeal of the Indian Act and the 
phasing out of the Indian 
Affairs department. 


WANT DETAILS 


Calder said although the idea 
jof the transfer was sound he 
would like to see “some definite 
details accruing from its policy 
statements.” 

J. V. Boys of the federal 
! department is supposed to act 
as a liaison between the two 
governments, Calder said. 

At that point he was inter- 
rupted ‘by Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Campbell who 
said, ‘‘We don’t know what he’s 
doing.’’ 

Calder replied that the In- 
dians would also like to know 
what he is doing. 

The secret negotiations, 
Calder said,° are being done 
without consulting the Indians 
and the result is resentment and 
disharmony. He asked the pro- 
vineial government to advise 
the federal government to in- 
clude Indian participation. 


OPTING OUT 


Calder charged that the 
federal] government was “opting 
out” from’ further administra- 
tion of Indian affairs because of

SAIGON (AP) — The helicop- 
ters roared into War Zone D, 
and like a plague of locusts the 
colonels and majors descended, 
looking for souvenirs for their 
game rooms back home.

Corps Area, issued an order 
banning “‘non-operational per- 
sonnel’ from the jungle area.

As a community, Victoria 
emerged from the sea and it's 
more than time to revitalize 
the harbor that links it with 
the past and future. 


But University of Victoria 
geography department head 
Dr. Charles N.‘Forward today 
said a realistic appraisal of 
alternatives should not be 
clouded by futile dreams of 
raising Victoria even to the 
junior leagues of world ship- 
ping. 

Forward, authorof a 
special. study on Land Use of 
the Victoria Area just re- 


leased by the federal depart- 
ment of energy, mines and 
resources, ‘said in an inter- 
view he was pleased to see 
city hall and the community 
shifting some attention to the 
waterfront “much of which is 
derelict or near-derelict.” 


His study, undertaken in 
1961 although the 1964 publica- 
tion-was delayed until now is 
a thorough, catalogue of the 
geography . of the Greater 
Victoria area and how that 
geography was used by the 
residents up- until the last 
decade. 


VICTORIA HARBOR: 


~ Make lt Good, 
Keep It Small 


It notes that James Douglas 
chose Victoria as the site of 
his-Hudson-Bay Company post 
in 1842 because it provided a 
sheltered harbor with gentle 
open woodland slopes around 


it for vegetable plots and 
grazing land. 
The harbor was crucially 


important until Vancouver be- 
came a railhead and forged 
ahead of Victoria as_ it 
became the natural maritime 
outlet for handling Canadian 
exports of raw products in 
huge volumes.

Forward, who-also is the 
author of a federal survey of 
waterfront use in Greater 
Vancouver, said the local 
lumber trade and the poten- 
tial of trans-shipment of 
prairie grains is far*too small 
to -support: any “ideas en- 
visioning Victoria as a cargo 
port of world rank although 
there may be some limited 
increase in this area.” 

He applauded current plans 
to improve the efficiency of 


lumber loading and storage at 
Ogden Point to advance that 
type —of. shipping business_as., 
far as possible. 

But while the cargo 
development potential may be 
limited there are- many other 
alternatives we should be 
examining carefully,’’ he said. 


“These cruise ships that 
have begun calling here in the 
past year add a new dimen- 
sion to our port business, 
which is particularly in keep- 
ing with out tourist business 
development, and they should 
be encouraged. 

“But even if we-develop it 
into, say, 20 calls per year 
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Much of Victoria Harbor, on the skids since the ‘20s, is ‘derelict’ 


that still will not be enough to 
justify heavy expenditure for 
a new dock so Ogden Point 
should continue to be used for 
that.” ts: 


Forward said marginal ex- 
penditure in improving Ogden 
Point, as planned would pro- 
vide the optimum develop- 
ment and he discounted—sug- 
gestion of creating large new 
facilities in Rock Bay, Esqui- 
malt or elsewhere.

Borsman said he could not 
help feeling sympathetic when 
women came to him asking 
for an abortion, but individual 
responsibility was of prime 
importance. 

“When I get a young couple, 
intelligent enough to know, 
asking me for an abortion 
because they don't’ want a 
child until their education is 
finished I say ‘Like hell you're 
going to give the baby up. 
You made it; you keep it’. 

‘Most of the time they do."’ 

Borsman said it's a matter 
of priorities. ‘First, contra- 
ceptives must be made freely 
available, secondly, sterilza- 
tions, and third, liberalization 
of abortion laws. They. should 
come in this order.”

‘We Are Sitting 
On the Top 
Of a Volcano

MANILA (WP) — Two 
years ago, President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos warned that “‘we 
are sitting on top of a volcano 

. that will explode’’ unless 
the social inequities, political 
irresponsibility and unbridled 
crime ‘and corruption that 
plague the Philippines are 
checked, 


The volcano has not yet 
exploded. But thé student 
demonstrations that have 
erupted here within the past 
two weeks are symptomatic 
ofa rumbling that could, in 
time, shake the stability of 
this-archipelage—republic. 


One of these demonstrations 
held on the night of Jan. 30 in 
front of the president’s palace 
degenerated into a riot in 
which five people were killed 
and some 50 wounded by 
troops unaccustomed to hand- 
ling unruly crowds. 


SERIOUS INCIDENT 


It was the most serious 
incident of its kind to oceur in 
Manila since the Philippines 
attained independence from 
the United States nearly 24 
years ago. 


Apparently seeking to esca- 
late—the disorder, a leftist 
youth movement plans to 
stage another demonstration 
Thursday that may ignite a 
fresh round of violence. 


These youths, who candidly 
admit to Maoist leanings, say 
that their “indignation rally” 
is aimed against the “bru- 
tality of the state.” 


A vital question currently 
being raised by both Philip- 
pine commentators and west- 
ern observers here, therefore, 
is whether Marcos will be 


‘able to stay in office in the 


face of growing unrest. 


More important is the 
ets of whether the 
-hilippine version of democ- 
racy, the legacy of a_half- 
tentury. of American colonial 
tutelage, can survive if this 
country’s present institutions 
begin to wobble. 


These questions are inter- 
related, for Marcos’s downfall 
would effectively signify that

resented by the Communists 


on one side and the army on | 


the ther. 


Such a prospect would have 
particular relevance for the 
United States — partly be- 
cause of American air and 
naval bases here and partly | 
because many Filipinos still 
feel, despite their protesta- 
tions of sovereignty, that they 
ean call on Uncle Sam for 
help in the event of a real 
crisis. 

TEST DOCTRINE 

Thus a deteriorating situa- 
tion in the Philippines could 
conceivably put to the test 
President Nixon’s so-called 
“Guam doctrine,” under 
which the U.S. intends to 
avoid involvement in the 
internal problems of Asian 
nations. 


This weekend, in an effort 
to appease the protesting 
students, Marcos dismissed 
the chief of the constabulary, 
Brigadier General. Vicente 
Raval, whom the youths 
blamed for the bloodshed on 
Jan. 30. 


Raval, an old Mareos crony 
and bagman whose 16,000 
troops provided the muscle 
for the president in last 
November’s elections, was 
also opposed. by senior of- 
ficers striving to keep the 
army out of politics, 


At the same time, Marcos is 
reported to be reshuffling his 
cabinet in order to create the 
impression that he is re- 
sponsive to the clamor for 
change. 


In the opinion of several 
Philippine and western ana- 
lysts, he now has an oppor- 
tunity to make a major 
impact by coming out per- 
sonally and publicly.in favor 
of dramatic reforms.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Surprise Attack 
Led to Expulsion 


By BOB BOWMAN 

One of the saddest stories in 
Canadian history, is the ex- 
pulsion of the Acadians in 1755 
immortalized-by ‘the American 
poet, Longfellow, nearly 100 
years later. The problem was 
that the Acadains could not 
be tristed. Nova. Scotia then 
did not include Cape Breton 
which was held by the Frerich 
who. also occupied. the area 
now known as Néw Brunswick. 
So the British in Nova Scotia 
were apt to be attacked from 
two sides, and they could not 
get the Acadians to také an 
oath of loyalty. They were 
greatly influenced by a ‘fan- 
atical French priest, Father Le 
Loutre, who urged them to rise 
against the British. 

When the Acadians-refused 
to take the oath of loyalty, 
after several’ opportunities, 
Governor Lawrence finally 
told them ‘‘Then you are no 
longer subjects of the King of 
England but of the King of 
France. Yott will be treated 
as such and removed from the 
country”, Then they were de- 
ported, mostly to the American 
colonies as far south as Louisi+ 
ana where the “Cajuns” to- 
day -are descendants of the 
Acadians.

do not fly, neither do they run around; they creep so slowly 
that a half hour spent searching on one plant should clean it, 


In a week or ten days, go 
further masses or aphis which 


over the plant again to find any 
have later developed. 


Just squash them between the fingers, or on a tissue. 
Remove the cottonwool masses with a toothpick. They may 
be found in crevices of leaf stems, either above or below the 
stem, or in crevices of the older bark on main branches. 

The failure of azalea blooms to open can sometimes be 
traced to these grey aphis sucking juices from the bud stems 
thus interfering with sap flow to the buds. 

Look at your house plants, carefully and thoroughly, in 
sunlight. You may find interesting information to add to your 


knowledge. And all for free!

In 1966 a similar survey showed only 54 per 
cent in favor of a freeze, with 34 per cent opposed.
